. ■ V MEMOIR. 

REV. R. A. DURHAM. 

We, yQi^i- ^imnittee oh Memoirs, avail ourselves of the account 
of our deceased brother, E. A. Durham, furnished by the Rev. W. 
F. Packard^ Secretary of the Denver Conference, of which he 
was a member, at the time of his transfer to this Conference. 
Bro. Packard writes : 

“Rev. R. A. Durham was born in the State of Georgia, but 
removed early in. life to Texas, where his widowed mother and 
wife now reside. He attended the Vanderbilt University three 
years, then returned to Texas and practiced law two years at 
Cleburne, in Johnson county. In 1882. he applied for admission 
into the N. W. Texas Conference. He was admitted and ap- 
pointed to Duffan Circuit. The next two years, he was stationed 
at Stephen sville, Texas. While serving this charge, he heard the 
urgent call for men to go to Colorado and New Mexico. He 
answered the call and transferred to Denver Conference, where 
for two years he bravely declared the unsearchable riches of 
Christ. He cheerfully underwent the hardships of a Western 
Missionary He stood at the foot of Pike’s Peak where men 
seemed bent only on finding gold that perished, and pointed 
them, with heavenly pathos to the desirable riches of God’s grace. 
His last appointment in the West was Deming, New Mexico, 
which, at the time of his appointment, was a part of the Denver 
Conference. The climate of Deming proved too hard for him. 
His heijlth gave way. At the close of the year, he asked a transfer 
to Texas. It was granted, and he was appointed to Huntsville, 
lexas. The day he left Deming, he was taken very ill. He 
attonded Conference at El Paso. While there he was asked to 
pleach at the Baptist church. He did so, taking the text, ‘If I 
ixTish, I perish,’ while preaching, he had to hold to the sides of 
the pulpit. But he preached with unwonted pathos and powers 
and his face shone as,‘th« face of an angel.’ This was his last 
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sermon. He went to Dallas to be treated by his uncle, who is an 
eminent physician in that city. But on arriving there, he was 
told that he must die. He called his wife to his bedside, and 
charged her to bring up his two children for God and for heaven. 
He told her that it seemed hard to leave her and the children 
penniless, and on the road, but that it would all come out right. 
He then embraced his wife and little ones and fell asleep in 
Jesus.” 

We are greatly indebted to Bro. Packard for this very interest- 
ing and deeply affecting account of the labors and oircriihstances 
attending the death of oui* brother; thus enabling us to offer this 
humble tribute to the memory of our brother in the Gospel of 
Christ.

REPORT ON EDUCATION. 



CHAPPELL HILL FEMALE COLLEGE. 

We are glad to report this, the only Female College within our 
bounds, in a prosperous condition. The matriculations to date, 
are 103. The college buildings and grounds have been improv- 
ed and beauiified by the Alumni Association, at a cost of about 
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$350. The College home has also been improved. (V"e do most 
earnestly recommend this institution to the patronage of our peo- 
ple ; believing that it is doing as good work in the cause of Chris- 
tian education as any other similar institution. W e recommend 
the re-appointment of Rev.E. W.Tarrant as president of the College, 
and the confirmation of the following board of trustees: Rev. 

C. H. Brooks, Rev. J. F. Follin, Rev. J. B. Sears, H. C. Brandt, J. 
A. Brown, Rev. I. Z. T. Morris, O. B. Williams, J. T. Swearingen, 
H. Hudgins, ff. M. Nicholson, R. K. Felder, E. L. Arnold, M. M. 
Felder, J. B. Cochran, Rev. E. W. Tarrant. 

SOUTHWESTERN UNIVERSITY. 

From the report' of the Board of Curators, we learn with pleas- 
ure, of the continued prosperity of this institution. The attend- 
ance last session was 355, ' and the present session opened with 
the largest attendance on the first day in its history. The dis- 
cipline of the University, managed by the faculty, is wise and 
firm ; and under it the general tone of the students is improving 
from year to year. The moral and religious influences are fine 
ard wholesome, and result in an increasing moral tone among the 
students. The usual revival of religion has been enjoyed, and 
many of the students have been brought to Christ during the 
year. Nearly 70 per cent, being connected with some branch of 
the Christian Church. The gi’ade of scholarship has been raised, 
and the requirements for graduation made more exacting. The 
Helping Hall is still growing in favor and resulting in much prac- 
tical good. Forty-nine young men were furnished a home in it 
at an average cost of $7.82J per month. More room is needed for 
this worthy class of students. We recommend the Conference 
cottage system as best calculated to relieve this felt want. East 
Texas Conference has already erected a neat cottage at a cost of 
$460, affording homes for four students. The patronizing Con- 
ferences are urged to follow this example, and erect cottages at a 
cost of 1500 or $600, accommodaUng from four to six students. 
The long desired building for the Ladies’ annex is, at last near- 
ing completion. It is a three-story stone building, costing $40,- 
000, and capable of accommodating 150 pupils. W e would urge 
upon our people the importance of liberally endowing this, our 
great central institution, at as early day as possible, thus giving 
us a University proper with the theory of law and medicine. The 
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collection for education tliis year is 1349.60; paid for printing 
minutes, |6; turned over to Chappell Hill Female College, |114- 
.55 ; and to S. W. University, $229.05 ; as per resolution of the 
Conference. We recommend the assessment of $625.00 upon the 
Conference for Education, to be apportioned to the several Dis- 
tricts, and that the collection be divided as follows : One-third to 
Chappell Hill Female College, and two-thirds to the Southwes- 
tern University. 

Referring to the proposition of Prof. Rouns avail, made near 
the close of last Conference, to give free board and tuition to a 
daughter of a deceased or superannuated preacher, whom the 
Board of Education may recommend. W e take this, the earliest 
opportunity to recommend for this benefaction Jannie Nelms, 
a child of Rev. W. G. Nelms, aged 14 years, and a member of the 
church. We herewith return the communication of Prof. Roun- 
savall with the request that it be read to the Conference. W e re- 
spectfully request the Presiding Bishop to appoint C. C. Arm- 
strong financial agent of Southwestern University, also that Rev. 
S N. Barker be appointed President of Willis Male and Female 
College. A. E. Goodwin, President. 

REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION NO. 2. 

The Board of Education accepts in behalf of the Conference the 
offer of Rev. E. W. Tarrant, to give board and tuition to such 
daughter of any preacher of this Conference as this Confer- 
ence may determine.

Our Periodicals are very satisfactory, and we urge our pastors 
and superintendents to supply their schools with Methodist 
literature. 

But the great want everywhere is a religious one. The parents 
and pastors need to wake up to the peril of allowing the “seed- 
time” of childhood to pass without securing to the child, the 
proper religious training.

We do not deem it necessary to make an argument to prove the 
evils of intemperance: they are too patent to all, such as the great 
financial drain upon the country, especially upon the poor, who 
are least able to bear it; and, also, the great immoral effect, large- 
ly increasing crime, greatly weakening and oftentimes entirely 
destroying moral character. 

Our eyes are open to see these things, and we must contend 
with them like brave men, in the fear and power of Grod. Our 
fight must not be one with men; it must be with sin. We must 
recognize the fact that intemperance is but one form in which the 
carnality of man’s nature is manifest and that the gospel of 
Christ is its only specific cure. But we must not refuse the aid 
afforded by temperance organizations and by restrictive and pro- 
hibitory laws. 

Temperance is not a political issue; it is a moral issue; and the 
church must not only shape public opinion, but it must create 
moral conviction that will make this cause, the cause of God and 
humanity, triumphant inthe end. 

Resolved, therefore, That we will gently, but firmly enforce our 
general rule which forbids “drunkenness, or drinking spirituous 
liquors, unless in case of necessity,” and also that part of our 
discipline which forbids “the manufacture and sale of spirituous 
liquors as a beverage.” 

2. That we will do what we can to create in the mind of the 
public a moral conviction against the manufacture and sale of 
spirituous liquors as a beverage.

At the beginning of the year now passed, the Board of Mis- 
sions found under its care ten appointments supplied with mis- 
sionaries for whose support the conference was assessed |2,250. 
The prompt payment of which was urged that the Board might 
pursue its plan of paying quarterly the men who looked to it for 
support. Notwithstanding the extreme pressure in money mat- 
ters, the brethren of the Conference kept their pledge, and the 
treasurer has been able to pay the di’afts as they were issued 
quarterly by the secretary, so that commercially the paper of the 
Board of Missions remains this year as last, lirst-class, worth 100 
cents on the dollar, all over our State. 

There has been marked increase on all the lines of ^hurch 
Work in our missions. I give one example; last year the Austin 
Mission was undertaken with an appropriation of $400, and was 
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served by Rev. J. E. Stovall, this year a like amount was appro- 
priated and the work served by Revs. F. E. Hammond and C. S. 
Knott. In all, this enterprise has cost the church $800; we have 
a nice church and two lots, worth to-day $1300 above all indebt- 
edness. Two Sunday schools in good condition, and about seven- 
ty-five members. There is no work the Church does that pays as 
well as missions. 

N 

-With two exceptions the men sent to the Mission went to their 
work and remained working faithfully, and we are gratified at 
the results. 

In looking over our work, we are profoundly impressed with the 
importance of doubling our efforts, which means doubling our as- 
satesments, and occupying- the vast area of territory now desti- 
tute of the Gospel. 

There were 14,819 members in our Conference at the close 
of 1887. Two cents each a week would be a small sum to pay for 
the spread of the Gospel by a membership which stands commit- 
ted to the world, and to God fi>r the spread of scriptural holiness 
over all the lands, and yet that small sum would bring us nearly 
$8000, which, after paying our assessment to the Parent Board 
would enable us to employ twenty effective men in our own Con- 
ference, where now it is impossible for a Methodist preacher to 
labor for want of support. We should not slacken our efforts to 
save our brother in China, but we ought to double our labors to 
save the heathen a: our doors; we do pray that every friend of 
Jesus whose eyes may fall (5ti these lines, will feel himself bound 
to pay at least $1 during the coming year for the cause of Mis- 
sions. Let us for once remove the word “deficit” from the report 
on Missions. 

There is but one way to reach this result, and that is for each 
preacher as soon as he is settled in his work to adopt a system; 
bring the subject before his people, and then conscientiously aim 
at nothing less than his assessment. The Board of Missions 
recommend that in stations the first Sunday in each month be 
Missionary day, and that all collections taken on that day be de- 
voted to Missions. On circuits have quarterly Missionary days. 
This plan has proven the most satisfactory of any so far as we 
have been able to find fron the experience of the most successful 
preachers. 

There is but one reason why men will not contribute to Mis- 
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^ sioDS, and that is a want of religion. Any one who knows Jesus 
Christ as a perso-nal Savior will give when, they are able, and the 
appeal is nxade in a proper way. The moral heart of the church 
and the fidelity of the preacher may always be gauged by the 
manner in whieb the missionary assessment is met. 

Dear brethren, let us as pastors see that the responsibility of fail- 
ure during the coming year does not rest at our doors. Any in- 
formation or literature that you may require may be bad of the 
Secretary of the Board, and a liberal correspondence is desired. 
The Board has deterniined by God’s help to leave nothing undone 
that promises the salvation of soiils^ and the advancement of the 
Redeemer’s Kingdom.

CONSTITUTION OF THE BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 



ARnCLE L 

This organization shall be known as the Board of Church Ex- 
tension of the Texas Annual Conference of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South. 

ARTICLE II. 

Ihe officers of the Board shall be a President, a Vice-President, 
a Secretary, a Treasurer, and five Managers, to be elected at the 
session of the Annual Conference next succeeding each session of 
the General Conference. The President, Secretary and T easurer 
shall constitute an Executive Committee. 

ARTICLE III. 

The object of this Board is to assist, as an auxiliary, the Parent 
Boaid, and to take charge of all the interests and work of church 
extension in the Texas Annual Conference, according to the 
Discipline. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Ihe funds of this Board shall be derived from contributions 
from the Parent Board, from collections taken by each preacher 
m every congregation, donations and bequests. All moneys shall 
be paid to th^ Treasurer, who shall receipt for the same. 

’ ARTICLE V. 

This Board shall hold a regular meeting at each session of the 
A.nnual Conference, at which regular meeting provision shall be 
made for anniversary exercises. Special meetings may beheld 
on call of the Executive Committee Five members shall be a 
quorum at a regular meeting, and three at a called meeting. 
Vacancies in the interim of the Conference shall be filled by the 
Board. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Any Church soliciting aid from this Board shall present to th^ 
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Executive Committee a well authenticated statement as to the 
size and eligibility of the building to be aided, and the member- 
ship and congregation to be served. 

In no case shall the Treasurer pay moneys to aid any church 
building until ordered to do so by the Executive Commijitee. 

ARTICLE VII. 



All applications for aid shall set forth: 

1. A description of the building for which aid is asked. 

2. The estimated and probable cost when completed 

3. The amount of cash and reliable subscriptions on hand. 

4. The nature of the title, its validity: whether held in trust 
for the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

5. The names of the Board of Trustees. 

6. The number of Church members, Sunday-school children, 
and population of the place, if within a town or city. 

7. Any additional facts that may be required by the Board, to 
assist them in reaching a decision. 



CONSTITUTION OF THE AID BOARD, 



ARTICLE I. 



This Board shall be known as the Aid Board of the Superan- 
nuated Preachers and Widows and Orphans of deceased Ministers 
of the Texas Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. 



ARTICLE II. 



ARTICLE III. 






The object of this Board is to assist the Conference Claimants 
as an auxiliary by payments of interest accruing from loans or 
investments. 



This Board shall consist of seven members, three of whom shall 
be, lay men. who shall be elected by the Annual Conference for the 
period of four years, or at the pleasure of the Annual Conference, j 
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Vacancies occurring in the Board shall be filled by the Annual 
Conference at the next Session. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The officers of the Board shall be a President, a Vice President, 
Secretary and Treasurer, to be elected by the Board. 

ARTICLE V. 

The funds of the Board shall be derived from donations, be- 
quests and special collections; and all contributions to this Board 
shall be paid to the Secretary, who shall turn over the same to 
the Treasurer, taking his receipt for the same. 

ARTICLE VI. 

This Board shall hold regular meetings at each session of the 
Annual Conference. Special meetings may be held on the call 
of the President. Four members shall constitute a quorum. 

ARTICLE VII. 

This Board shall invest all moneys coming into its treasury 
through a trustee appointed and controlled by the Board; said 
trusteee shall give an approved bond, payable to the President 

or his successor in office for double the amount of money placed 
in his hands for loan or investment — said trustee shall by virtue 
of his appointment be ex-officio inember of this Board, but shall 
not have the right to vote. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

The Treasurer of this Board shall pay out all moneys only 
upon written order of the President, and shall take a receipt for 
the same. The interest of the money invested shall be paid an- 
nually tothe Chairman of the Joint Board of Finance of this 
Conference. 

ARTICLE IX. 

This Constitution shall be altered or changed by a two-third 
vote of the members cf the Annual Conference present and voting 
at a regular session. 

- ARTICLE X. 

This Board shall have power to make its own By-Laws.

3. See that you have« plenty of ground for a church, 
chapel, and if necessary, a parsonage. 

4. Build a commodious house. Let it be plain, but as 
neat and comfortable as any house in the community. 

5. For the Pastor’s benefit, do have comfortable seats. 
Nothing helps a preacher preach better. 

G. Provide the means to build. The best rule now in the 
South is found on page 204-206 of the Discipline. Put lit- 
tle faith in a promise that has an if before it. 

7. Send to Dr. David Morton, Louisville, Ky., for a Cat- 
alogue of plans and specifications. Select one in that Cata- 
logue ; buy it and stick to your plan after you select it. 
Money invested in a plan is the best investment you will 
make about the Church. 

• 8. If you expect to ask for aid from the Texas Conference 
Church Extension Board, send to the Secretary for a blank; 
study it closely and fill out every blank in it. 

9. If 3 ^ou expect to make application to the Parent Board, 
send to Dr. Morton and get a blank and do as above. The 
application to the Par^^nt Board, must be in the Secretary’s 
hands by the 1st of April. 

10. “Keep' a' record of all thaffis done. See that the Trus- 
tees have a record book, and the -^minutes of everj^ meeting 
recorded. Let the Treasurer’s book' show by whom every 
cent was paid, and to whom it was paid out, sa that when 
3 ^ou have finished you will have a complete history of the 
work done.
